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Finance Crisis Continues 
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Standards Falling While 
Duplessis Bars Federal 
Aid To Quebec Colleges

The plight of the Quebec university student is unique 
In Canada. He must meet ever-increasing expenses while his 
university is strangled financially at the hands of the 
provincial- gorvernment, 

university. Some of you may be 
forced to -drop out because you 
cannot afford the fees. Those who 
are proceeding to the B.A. degree 
at McGill pay $550 for tuition 
alone. A B.A. student at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto pays $380 — 
at the University of Western 
Ontario, $375 — at the Univer- 
sity of British Columbia, $246. 

Even though McGill fees are 
the highest in Canada, there is 
still not enough money for ade- 
quate salaries. For example, a 
full professor at the University 
of Toronto receives a minimum 
salary of $11,000, while his Mc- 
Gill counterpart receives a mini- 
mum of $8,000 — less than the 
salary of an Associate Professor 
at Toronto. McGill cannot hope to 
maintain her standards unless 
she is able to pay salaries high 
enough to keep able teachers 
from turning to other institutions 
within and outside the academic 
field. . 

The financial burden on the 
Quebec student and his university 
is largely due to the policies of 
the provincial government. Since 
1953, Premier Duplessis has re- 
fused to allow the universities 
to accept monetary grants from 
Ottawa, on the grounds that they 
represent an "encroachment" on 

Erovinclal rights. He reaffirmed 
is stand in February, calling any 
federal aid to Quebec universities 
an "illegal manoeuvre". 

GRANTS DISCRETIONARY 

Thus, as far as aid from the 
state is concerned, McGill and 
her sister universities are forced 
to depend on grants which are 
not statutory but which are 
determined at the discretion of 
the Duplessis government. In 
contrast, other Canadian institu- 
tions are supported i by both 
federal and provincial sources. 
This year, the University of 
Toronto receives $11 million from 
the Ontario government. Last 
year McGill received - $900,000 
from Quebec, and could not ac- 
cept a $1.2 million grant from 
Ottawa because of M. Duplessis' 
objections. 

The problem of federal and 
provincial aid to' universities was 
outlined in the brief submitted 
to the Premier earlier this yqar 
by the presidents of the student 
bodies of six Quebec universities. 
His refusal to meet them resulted 
in the "strike" on March 6. (See 
story on this page.) 



His instructors fare no better. 
In one of Canada's richest pro- 
vinces, they must accept salaries 
lower than those offered their 
colleagues across the country. 
University facilities and finances 
are stretched to — and past— the 
limit. 

McGill Principal and Vice- 
Chancellor F. Cyril James sum- 
med up the problem in his annual 
report in February: "It is ap- 

?arent that universities in the 
rovince of Quebec must ob- 
viously fall below the levels in 
other parts of Canada ... if the 
present situation long continues."

University 
Students 
Walk Out 



Some 20,000 Quebec university 
ftudents ■ yesterday staged an 
effective but quiet boycott of 
-lectures. At McGill 99% of the 
students honoured the walkout. 
—The McGill Daily, Friday, 
March 7, 1958. 

One day six months ago, Pre- 
mier Maurice Duplessis sat al 
his desk in the provincial capital. 
At the same time, '20,000 desks 
stood empty in the classrooms 
and lecture halls of five Quebec 
universities. 

Walkout, suspension, boycott, 
strike - whatever it was called, 
it meant the same thing. On 
Thursday, March 6, 1958, the stu- 
dents stayed at home. 

The unprecendented action was 
precipitated by Premier Duples- 
sis' refusal to meet with student 
representatives to discuss the 
mounting financial problems fa 
cing higher education in this pro- 
' vince. -J 

A committee of six students' 
society presidents, representing 
their universities, had been try- 
Ing since January to arrange an 
interview with the Premier. They 
had prepared a brief calling for 
augmented and statutory grant* 
and for a system of provincial 
bursaries for all students in need 
of ,them. 

Duplessis, however, turned 
down their requests for a meet- 
ing on the grounds that he was 
"too busy". Rumours began cir- 
culating about possible student 
action, making headlines in Que- 
bec Citv. The presidents con- 
sulted their resnective student 
bodies on the situation. ' At a 
press conference in Montreal, 

thev nnnouncert the decision a 

voluntary one-day boycott of lec 
tures. . 

BILINGUAL NEWSPAPER 

The purpose of the walkout 
was to draw public attention to 
the student cause. 125,000 copies 
of a bilingual newspaper explain- 
ing the arguments were prepared 
for province-wide distribution to 
the public. 

The walkout was observed by 
the vast majority at McGill, the 
j Université de Montréal, Sir Gcor- 
" ce Williams, Bishop's, and Laval. 
Students in Sherbrooke decided 
not to participate when "the 
faculty of their government- 
supported university threatened 
to resign. 

No disturbances were reported 
^except . for an incident at the 



U. of M., where two men were 
slightly injured when a car tried 
to pass through the picket line. 

At McGill, . the campus was 
deserted except for picketers out- 
side each building. Two students 
attended Principal James' Econo- 
mics 100 lecture. Five out of a 
class of 127 wrote a scheduled 
test in Economics 211C. 

The boycott produced no im- 
mediate concrete results, but suc- 
ceeded in its purpose of publiciz- 
ing the plight of Quebec univer- 
sities. 

From the original committee 
of six presidents was formed a 
new permanent body, the Quebec 
Association of Universities, In 
recent weeks, another group cal- 
ling itself the University Action 
League . was invited for an 
audience by the Premier.' The 
Premier, however, still refuses to 
meet the official students repres- 
entatives,

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UAL Attacked By Student's Society President 
Quest For Statutory Grants Continues

The UAL is a body recently 
approved by Premier Duplessis 
tu negotiate with himself; on mat- 
ters relating to the present fin- 
ancial crises faced by Quebec 
Universities. . 

"The University Action League 
is a clear example of political ma- 
noeuvring by the Premier. This 
group, by its own admission re- 
presenting only 80 students, some 
related to Union Nationale Cabi- 
net Ministers, was used as a 
means of by-passing the six pre- 
sidents of the Quebec universi- 
ties. Hence we get the ludicrous 
situation of a Premier willing to 
meet a group representing 80 stu- 
dents, while refusing to meet the 
elected representatives of 22,000 
students. The conclusion which 
may be inferred, is obvious: The 
U.A.L. is a tool of the Premier 
employed to avoid dealing with 
the six presidents. This is scar- 
cely what is to be expected in a 
democratic system." 

At the present time these 80 
students do not include represent- 



atives from all Quebec universi- 
ties. No McGill student, for in- 
stance, has publicly come out in 
support of the group. 

Heenan went on to explain the 
underlying threat presented by 
the Premier's action. 

The primary objective of the 
elected student leaders has been, 
and will continue to be, statutory

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Welcome to McGill 

Registration can be a hectic experience and enough 
to discourage even the most eager of freshmen from pur- 
suing a college education. The myriad of forms to be 
completed, the countless booklets. to be studied, and the 
' various regulations to be memorized all contribute toward 
making the freshman's first taste of college life adisturb- 
. ing one. 

But. rather than decry this drudgery as merely 
another irritating example of twentieth-century bureau- 
cracy, we would like to see it maintained, if not increased. 
Not because we believe in forms per se, but rather be- 
cause we feel that the registration process teaches the 
freshmen an essential lesson about the life he is about to 
lead. Forms and lists, booklets and pamphlets, data and 
facts are not the impedimenta of a college career — they 
form the foundation of an education. 

The work that you had to perform today may have 
been uninspiring and routine, but it won't be the last time 
that you will be spending what appear to be a few "dull" 
hours. These hours, days, weeks, and even years of search? 
ing~~for facts, reading books or taking pages of notes are 
stuff of which a university education is made. 

We may not sound encouraging. We may even seem 
. a bit disheartening. But as any college graduate or under- 
graduate worth his salt will attest, what we say is true. 

There is also a lighter side to our story. There are 
hours of fun, parties, football games, dances and even 
the Carnival. But these activities, with which we are 
sure you are all familiar, cannot of themselves constitute 
the background of the educated man. They may, it has 
been argued, be the factors which go to make up a 
'College Spirit'. But spirit alone is but an empty breeze, 
thin and fleeting. 

Be prepared for university. That does not necessarily 
. mean buying a hipflask and wiggie. Be prepared in quite 
a different sense. Think about what a university educa- 
, tion means not only to yourself, but also to your country, 
whatever it may be, and to humanity as a whole. 

Tn these days of world tension, propaganda, hatred 
and mistrust, truly educated men and women are at a 
premium.. All nations need people who. have learned to 
understand their fellow man, to reason with him, and 
above all, to treat him as an equal.

Any College Journalists? 

The Daily Offers Opportunities to Enterprising 
Freshmen for Writing, Editing 



Do you yearn to sign your 
name to a by-line story on the 
front page of a newspaper which 
includes every McGill student 
among it.s readers ? Do you long 
to comment on big-time and 
college sport from the respected 
position of sports columnist ? Or 
would you prefer to express 
your thoughts on life, drama, 
music, politics, or any subject 
you can name, in your own 
corner of a newspaper ? 

If you fall into one of these 
categories college journalism and 
the McGill Daily may be for you. 
We say' maybe', because working 
on a college paper like the Daily 
requires more than ambition. In 
attempting to answer the question 
posed by our title, we shall, 
rather than give a direct answer, 
build up a picture of a college 
journalist from scratch, outlining 
his basic character, skills, and 
duties. 

BASIC REQUIREMENTS 

Firstly, there are two impor- 
tant character traits required in 
any newspaper reporter — res- 

Eonsibility and fearlessness of 
ard work. Other skills peculiar 
to newspaper work, can be taught 
(and are taught to freshmen on. 
joining the Daily) but no news- 
paper has time to instil a sense 
of responsibility, or the will- 
ingness to work hard, in its staff. 

For instance, a McGill Daily 
news or sports staffer is expected 
to report punctually at his 
regular weekly time. A half hour 
lost may mean a deadline missed. 
While a features staffer may 
find he has more leeway, prompt 
and - regular submissions of his 
assignments are expected. • 
• . . — 

A good reporter does not shirk 
extra assignments,- and always 
submits his best work. 

BASIC SKILL 

As was mentioned earlier, 
college papers like the Daily 
train their own staff. It is 
presumed, of course, that pros- 
pective journalists have a rea- 
ding and writing knowledge of 
English. Needless to say, 
many . a harrassed editor has 
been known to express the 
opinion — after surveying the 
printed results of the previous 
evening's work. — that McGill 
entrance requirements are too 
$%&— slack. 



News: The workings of the 
news department of any news- 
paper is a complex affair, college 
papers included. At McGill a 
news staffer is in the position 
of being in the 'know' on all 
campus activities before the stu- 
dents themselves. A news staff- 
ér's duties can be classified 
mainly as reporting, rewriting, 
and editing. 

REPORTER'S JOB 



In reporting are included 
interviews with important visitors 
to McGill and student leaders, 
covering one's own 'beat' and 
producing stories on happenings 
therein, and writeups on speeches 
and important campus activities. 

Rewriting consists mainly of 
preparing articles from inform- 
ation already on hand and 
rewriting articles to bring them 
up to date- or to improve their 
grammatical structure. 

• Editing includes headline wri- 
ting and layout. The latter is 
usually the responsibility of the 
desk editor, but other , staffers 
and especially assistant desk 
editors often get a chance to try 
' their hand. 

Sports: This department is very 
similar in its operation to news, 
except, of course, that it concerns 
sports news. Coverage of college 
sports events are of course the 
most important part of a sports 
staffer's job. 

Features : This department has 
a very broad range and encom- 
passes everything in a newspaper 
not covered in news, sports 
editorial page, and advertising. 
It is responsible for feature-type 



articles similar io those appearing 
in such nation-wide magazines 
as Weekend and the Star Weekly, 
^reviews of drama, music, books, 
movies; et cetera, columns of 
comment and criticism, humour, 
poetry, and articles ranging from 
politics to sex and any other 
subject you can name. It naturally 
gives any features staffer a broad 
experience in many fields, while 
allowing fbr staff members who 
are specialists in one particular 
field. Such as it is. the Daily 
features department is a veritable 
spawning ground for writers and 
poets, and counts among 'its 
former members such world- 
famous novelists as the late 
Lionel Shapiro, author of "The- 
Sixth of June". 

Press Club : Acting under the 
. maxim that all work and no play 
makes Jack a dull boy, the Daily 
runs an informal Press-'Club for 
its staff which holds parties and 
other social functions. 

SUMMING IT UP 

We have attempted in this 
article to answer the general 
question "What is ' a college 
journalist?" using a McGill Daily 
staffer as example. Probably :we 
have failed, for it is impossible 
to describe in writing the person 
we have chosen to depict. Perhaps 
this is because there is- no typical 
McGill Dailyite — they're all 
individuals. The obvious course 
of action, then, is to come and 
find out for oneself. We know 
that if you do, you will heartily 
agree with us when We call the 
patly "the best damned fratern- 
ity on campus".

Freshman Queries

Q. How long are lectures? 

A. Lectures are scheduled to 
begin on the hour, but it is a 
tradition for professors to arrive 
at five minutes- past. Lectures 
end at five minutes to the hour 
when a bell sounds all over 
McGill. Generally one has ten 
minutes in between consecutive 
lectures but no more. Many 
lecturers do not permit tardy 
entrances, so beware. 

Q. What happent if we mist 
lectures? 

A. For first year students 
.attendance is kept, a minimum of 
. seven lectures in eight being re- 
quired by the university for 
eligibility to write the final 
'exams. Upperclassmen are gene, 
rally on their own in lecture 
habits. 

Clothes 

Q. What should girls wear to 
lectures? 

A. Several hours of registra- 
tion day activity will not doubt 
convince most freshettcs that the 
school day is not the time for 
extra high heels and too narrow 
skirts. Comfortable, casual se- 
parates arc the rule for the 
co-ed who will eat, study, and 
relax around the campus. 
Running from building to build- 
ing calls for shoes which" arc old 
friends. An all weather, coat is 
an invaluable companion for 
i Montreal autumn weather and 
football games. 

Q. What about us boys? 

A. For incoming freshmen, 
casual sports clothes arc in order. 
Sports jackets, "crewnecks", 
" bucks or loafers, and khaki trou, 
sers seen around the campus 
point to McGill's proximity to 
the American Ivy League Colle- 
ges. 

Lunches 

Q. Where can we eat? 

A. From the fifteenth of the 
month on, the McGill Union 
offers its regular facilities of a 
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grill room (with soda-type bar 
supplying sandwiches, hot dogs, 
hatnburgs, milkshakes, etc.) and 
a cafeteria (relatively cheap^ full 
course meals). Other private 
restaurants in the area also cater 
to McGill students. 

Q. Can . we bring « lunch to 
college? 

A. By all means. Separate 
common rooms in the principal 
buildings are supplied for men 
and women with soft drink and 
niilk vending machines nearby. 

Books and supplies 

Q. Where are these available? 

A. The University Book Store 
on MacTavish St. (the street bor- 
dering the west side of the lower 
campus) is open all day for stu- 
dents. Books are sold at regular 
retail rates, profits going to the 
Students' Society. In addition, 
many; private book and supply 
stores offer special discounts on 
such supplies as engineering 
drawing equipment. 

Change of courses 

Q. Can I change a course after 
registration? If so, how? 

A. Yes. Notices will appear 
at a later date advising proce- 
dures to be followed. As soon 
as you decide to change, you 
should let your new lecturer 
know. It is also advisable to 
consult a member of the faculty 
for advice before making any 
such move, however. 

Lost and found 

Q. Where do I go if I loso some- 
thing? 

A. Janitor's Offices in the prin- 
ciple buildings usually keep a 
box of lost and found articles. 
You should consult them if you. 
have lost anything in their build- 
ings. 

Q. What about information? 
A. In regards to how to get 
somewhere on campus or in the 
buildings, these same janitors 
are a wealth of information. For 
information on university regula- 
tions, etc. the Registrar's Office 
(in the East side of the Arts 
Building) should be consulted. 

Bus passes 

Q. Can I get a bus pass feor 

student rates on Montreal busses? 

A. If your are under 18, yes. 
the Registrar's Office who Will 
be able to supply further in- 
formation.

These the Quebec premier has 
long refused to grant. He has 
steadfastly refused even to nego- 
tiate with student delegations on 
the matter. 

DIVERTS ATTENTION 

By promising the UAL measu- 
res in the sphere of provincial 
bursaries, which are to be dis- 
tributed at his discretion, Duples- 
sis is attempting to deflect public 
attention to a minor issue. If 
successfully the real problem will 
be submerged from public view, 



its consternation over the matter 
will abate, and the six Quebec 
universities will still be finan- 
cially dependent on the good will 
of their Premier. 

To avert this end, the Quebec 
Association of Universities is pre- 
pared to use every weapon at its 
disposal. 

For the time being retaliation 
will primarily consist of a count- 
er-publicity barrage. A non-polit- 
ical series of televisonn pro- 
grammes, illustrating college life 
and the importance of universi- 
ties lo society, is in the planning 
stages. 

However, if the present situa- 



tion remains static or begins to 
deteriorate. The Quebec Associa- 
tion of Universities may well be 
forced into employing their ultim- 
ate weapon, united sctudent ac- 
tion. This is the final means of 
registering protest againts the in- 
transigence of the Premier. As- 
surance lias been given that such 
a step will be taken only with the 
full support of those student bo- 
dies concerned. 

Heenan concluded the inter- 
view by noting that another, brief 
is being prepared by the QAU 
for the Premier's attention, and 
that this will be delivered in the 
near future.
